“PRICE FREEZING 
IN TIME OF WAR 


Member of Wilson Cabinet 
Takes Issue With Ba-

A CAPITAL LEVY

It was his general idea that no 
rigid economic plan would be set up 
in preparation for war.

Against Conscription of Labor. 
Baker declared that a capital 
levy would produce “almost a rev- 
olutionary disturbance.” Thus far 
he was in agreement with Baruch, 
who said that such a levy would 
cause dollars to go into hiding. He 
agreed with Baruch also that there 
should be no conscription of labor 
for industrial purposes in war time. 
He felt, however, that it would 
be unnecessary and unwise to adopt 
Baruch’s suggestion for the freez- 
ing of prices by presidential fiat at 
the outbreak of the war.

Taking up the agriculturad prob- 
lem, Borah pointed out that both 
the Republican and Denocratic 
parties had pledged themselves in 
1928 to place agriculture on an 
equality with industry and yet no 
permanent steps had been taken to 
bring about equality.

Republican Senate Leader 
Calls on Group in Con-

NEW YORK, March 11.—A plea 
to the. Progressives, meeting in 
Washington today, to make their 
position clear on 14 issues was 
voiced last night by United States 
Senator James E. Watson of In- 
diana, Republican floor leader of 
the Senate.

Senator Watson, before depart- 
ing for Chicago lat today, declared 
Senator Norris was “afraid to an- 
swer”’ his 14 questions. “When a 
man gets mad and resorts to ridi- 
cule and personalities it is proof 
conclusive that he is seeking to 
evade, the real question at issue,” 
Senator Wat son said, referring to 
Norris’ remarks at the provision 
conference. “The fact is, that I 
never was a lobbyist at Washing- 
ton except for the Manufacturers’ 
Association in their effort to se- 
cure the enactment of a law pro- 
viding for a tariff commission and 
no evidence to the contrary wall 
ever adduced before the commit- 
tee. The Senator mgiht have an- 
swered my questions in the time 
he took to misrepresent me, but.

“Effective tariffs,” said Costt- 
gan, “are in substance taxes on 
consumers, paid in higher prices. 
They may fairly be termed subsi- 
dies; or, to use a temporarily un- 
popular word, doles, accruing to 
certain industries through govern- 
mental action. 

“Tariffs on manufactured articles 
usually’ operate, as intended by 
those responsible for the legisla- 
tien, to increase prices received by 
manufacturers. In contrast, tariffs 
on agricultural articles are for the 
most part ineffective. For one rea- 
son or another, they are not equal- 
ly succeasful in ‘pegging up’ domes- 
tic prices and the demand for the 
equalization of agriculture and 
manufacturing, though often prom- 
ised by the present administration 
through tariff legislation, has in 
part been continuously frustrated.’’ 

“Broadly speaking,” Costigan

good will and friendship.”’ 

Senator Blaine, progressive Re- 
publican from Wisconsin, followed 
Costigan on the platform.

“essential to devise governmental 
machinery to function in the pub- 
lic interest.” He stated that the 
Tariff Commission should be a fact~- 
finding body, responsible alone to 
Congress. Such a commission, he 
said, would lead to scientific, im- 
partial, tariff laws.

Government to Make $7,500,000 
._ Available for Rehabilitation,

WELLINGTON, New Zealand. 
March 11. — The Government 
announces it will make $7,500,000 
available for rehabilitation in the 
Hawke's Bay region, recently bad- 
ly damaged by earthquakes. 

To cover the expense of a bulid- 
ing fund for use in possible future 
disasters, a surtax of about 36 
cents per $500 value will be levied 
on all insurable property.

WASHINGTON, Match i11— 
President Hoover was criticised 


| yesterday by William Green, prest- 


dent of the American Federation 
of Labor, and by Senator Harrison 
(Dem.) of Mississippi for his pocket 
veto of the Wagner unemployment 
bill. 

Green said in a statement the 
“reasons offered for the exercise 
of the presidential veto are uncon- 
vincing and unacceptable,” and 
that “the working people of the 
United States are deeply disap- 
pointed,” 

“Because of the deep interest 
which labor had in this measure,” 
Green said, “the refusal of the 
President to approve it is regard- 
ed as a direct and severe blow to 
working people in the industrial 
sections of our country who are un- 
employed and are forced to seek 
work,” 

Green added that the Federal! un- 
employment agencies “‘have failed 
utterly.” 

In a statement’ through the 
Democratic National Committe, 
Senator Harrison said: “It is evi- 
dently the administration philoso- 
phy that it is better that a few 
million people should go hungry 
for @ year more than to have their 
agony relieved by a Democrat. 
“That the existing Federal em- 
ployment service has broken down 
and shown itself absolutely\incom- 
petent and inadequate to tale care 
of the panic emergency has been 
amply demonstrated. It has had a 
year and a half to show its ability 
to handle the situation and employ- 
ment has not been aided in any de- 
gree,’’’ 

Harrison sald every labor man 
competent to speak for the work- 
men’s organizations “who had ap- 
peared at congressional hearings 
had supported the Wagner bill,’’ 
and said Arthur Woods, chairman 
of the President's employment 
committee, and Secretary of Labor 
Doak, before he entered the Cabi- 
het, were among its supporters. 
The bill, sponsored by Senator 
Wagner (Dem.), New York, would 
have set up machinery to aid State 
employment services.

Minimum Fine for First Con- 
-viction Eliminated—aAnother 
Bill Engrossed, es 


By the Jefferson City. Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, March 11.— 
Modification of penalties for vio- 
lation of the State “bone dry” law 
was voted by the House in action 


on two bills yesterday. One Dill, 
engrossed last night, repeals the 
felony provisions and leaves only 
the misdemeanor provisions. The 
other bill, passed in the afternoon, 
by a vote of 109 to 3, does away 
with the minimym fine of $200 for 
first conviction of violation of cer- 
tain provisions of the act. 
Representatives W. P. Elmer of 
Dent County and W. I. Harrison 
of Crawford County, introduced the 
bill repealing two sections of the 
act, which define as felonies the 
manufacture, transportation, sale 
or giving away of “hootch, moon- 
shine or corn whisky” and provide 
penalties for violation of the sec- 
tions ranging up to two to five 
years in the penitentiary. ‘Repeal 
of these sections would leave only 
the misdemeanor provisions, pun- 
ishable by fines or jail sentences. 
Elmer said the present law was 
inconsistent because it made the 
manufacturé, sale, transportation, 
or giving away of certain intoxicat- 
ing liquor misdemeanors, while for 


other liquors such offenses were 


classed as felonies and the offend- 
ers could be sent to the peniten- 
tiary. Several drys in the House 
joined in support of the engross- 
ment of the bill, declaring there 
were discriminations in penalties 
that should be corrected. The 
Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union had addressed letters to 
many members asking them to op- 
pose the bill. 

Represntative T. W. Burton of 
Howard County introduced the bill 
eliminating the minimum fine of

Timber Cutters Neither Convict 
Nor Forced Labor But If They 
Don’t Work They Freeze or Starve 


Ropes Keep Pedestrians on Sidewalks in Mos-

Needed—Only Two Beggars Seen.

MOSCOW, Feb. 13 (By Mail.) 

TREETS of the Russian capital 
S present the same animated ap- 

pearance as ever, with throngs 
of people scurryirg along in the 
biting cold, apparently hurrying 
from nowhere to nowhere, all 
either carrying parcels and bundles 
or lugging receptacles—bags and 
nets and the like—in which they 
can put their acquisitions. 


Along the principal downtown 
streets ropes have been stretched 
along the curb to keep the pedes- 
trians on the sidewalk and off 
the streets. Why, nobody knows, | 
as the thoroughfares are practi- 
cally bereft of vehicular transpor- 
tation. Street traffic and conses- 
tion is certainly oné misery that 
the Russian people are ignorant of. 


At several intersections elaborate 
traffic signals, with the usual red, 
white and green lights, are station- 
ed. A special policeman operates 
them from a raised wooden post. 
Usually the traffic cop spends his 
time bemoaning the fact there is 
no traffic to control. 

klessly Driven sleighs.

JRMY PLANE WREEED 
NN TRANS. S. FHT 


Capt. Eaker, Uninjured, Satis- 
fied With ‘Fest of Transport 
Despite Crash. 


By the Associated Press. 
CAVE IN ROCK, Ill, March 1h 


—Capt. Ira Eaker said today he 
was greatly pleased with the per- 
formance of‘the transport plane 


which brought him from. Long 
Beach, Calif., before being forced 
down yesterday by a broken fuel 
line near Tolu, Ky. He said vi- 
bration of the plane- apparently 
broke the feed line. 
Capt. Eaker telephoned Col. H. 
H. Arnold, Dayton,'O., executive 
officer of the materiel division, to- 
day and made arrangements to get 
the wrecked plane out of the 
marsh. Col. Arnold said he would 
send a crew by airplane to assist 
the pilot. 
Capt. Eaker said he expected to 
bring the plane by barge across the 
Ohio River and send it from here 
by truck to Dayton for repairs. 
“The monoplane did more than 
I expected it would do,” said Eak- 
er, who was only slightly scratched 
from the crash. - ‘We traveled 
1700 miles in seven hours and 20 
minutes and traveled part of the 
way 215 miles an hour. At this 
rate we would have reached New 
York in 10 hours and 30 minutes.” 
He estimated he averaged 205 
miles an hour before daylight yes- 
terday and 215 miles an hour after 
daylight. 
The plane was consuming from 
88 to 40 gallons of gasoline. an 
hour, Baker said, and at that rate 
there would have been fuel suffi- 
cient to have carried ‘him: to Bos- 
ton. Baker said his fuel presstre 
failed about 50 miles from. Cave 
In Rock, but he kept going for 40 
miles by feeding fuel to the engine 
from an emergency hand pump.

SLIGHT RISE IN BUILDING 
PERMITS IS REPORTED 


February Total Above That of Jan- 
uary in 202 Cities, Says 
Bradstreet Survey. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 11—A slight 
gain in building permits in 202 
cities is reported by Bradstreet’s for 
February. The value of buildings 
for which permits were issued ag- 
gregated’ $93,791,504 compared 
with $93,509,932 in January. The 
comparative total for February, 
1930, was $105,917,699. 

Five groups af cities out of the 
seven in which the compilution is 
divided showed gains for February 
Over January. Three of these 
groups showed gains for January 
over December. 

‘The increases are modest, is is 
true, and the showing for the two 
months of the year is well above 
that of a year ago, but the trend 
of New York City certainly seems 
to be upward and it seems entirely 
possible that the gain there which 
follows one shown in January is 
a sign of greater activity to.come 
as the regular open season for 
building advances,’ says the re- 
view.

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_ Arguments - on Constitu- 
tionality ‘of Statutes It 
Previously Has Upheld.

WASHINGTON, March 11. 
Arguments on the constitutionality 
of the Arkansas “full train crcw 
laws,” which are being attacked. by 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad, were 
heard by the United States Supreme 
Court yesterday, and will be 
continued today. One of the 
laws, passed in.1907, provides that 
all freight trains of 25 or more 
cars shall carry three brakemen. 
The other, enacted in 1913, pro- 
vides that trains being switched 
across streets or highways in cities 
of 2500 population or more, shall 
carry a foreman and three helpere. 

E. J. White, general counsel of 
the railroad, told the court that the 
Arkansas statutes impose an extra 
expense of $600,000 a year on the 
railroad. He denounced them as 
“unreasonable, arbitrary and con- 
fiscatory,” and argued that the 
Transportation Act of 1926 had ex- 
pressly deprived the states of aero 
an 
had vested that power in tife In- 


terstate Commerce Commission. 
Almost in one voice Justices 


-{Sutherland and Roberts inquired 


why, in that case, the company had 
not applied to the Commission for 
an order relieving it of the burden. 
White said the company could have 
done so, but was not compelled to 
unless it chose. 

Previously Held Constitutional. 

The attorney acknowledged that 
poth the laws under attack have 
previously been held constitutional 
by the Supreme Court, but he 
argued that “changed conditions 
of operation” have since rendered 
them obsolete and unnecessary, 
and that Congress has vested the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
with the power to regulate the size 
of train crews. “Changed condi- 
tions,” he said, meant that road- 
beds are more substantial and 
trains are longer and heavier. 

He cited the language of the 
Transpertation Act, empowering 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion to “maintain a safe and ade- 
quate supply of trains,” and con- 
tended that this embraced the reg- 
ulation of crew numbers. 

Justice Brandeis sharply in- 
quired if the phrase “supply of 
trains’ was not placed in the law 
for the express purpose of compel] 
ing railroads to furnish trains at 
regular and convenient hours, and 
in sufficicnt numbers, and men- 
tioned the particular conditions it 
was intended to correct. 

Inststing that the meaning was 
broader than that, White argued 
that Congress intended to insure 

“uniformity of operating practice” 
throughout the United States, and 
that the purpose of the act would 
be defeated if a particular state 
was permitted by statute to impose 
operating conditions more burden- 
some than those prevailing in oth- 
er states. | 

In Effect in 21 States. 

Donald Richberg, appearing as 
counsel for the Railroad Brother- 
hoeds and the State of Arkansas, 
said he feared the ‘court might 
have got a mistaken impression 
from White’s argument. He said 
White’s use of the term “extra 
brakeman law” was misleading. 

“He speaks of this statute as if 
it were something unique and pe- 
culiar to Arkansas,” Richberg 
went on. “What you are dealing 
with here is a statute belonging to 
the well known type known as 
“full crew laws,”’ which are in ef- 
fect in 21 states of the Union. 
Many of them require créws as 
large as those required by the Ar- 
ka law, and some of them re- 
quire much larger.” 

He declared that the ralilroad’s 
suit to enjoin thé enforcement of 
the law was in direct violation of 
the eleventh amendment, which 


prohibits suits against States, antl 


added that never in its history had 
the Supreme Court held that a 
state official could be enjoined 
from enforcing a statute which al- 
ready had been held constitutional. 

e railroad, he said, had “a 


| plain, adequate and complete rem- 
edy at law” without resorting to 


the Federal courts, and he argued 
that it had repeatedly been held 
that injunctions should not issue 
to prevent the enforcement of a 
criminal statute except in the case 
of “Immediate and 
danger.”’ 

Richberg vigorously disputed 
that Congress had intended to vest 
in the Interstate Commerce Com. 
mission the power to fix the size of 
train crews. On the contrary, he 
pointed out, the word “operation, ’ 
which appeared originally in the 
bill defining the regulatory field of 
the commission, had been stricken 


‘out before énactment. It was ob- 


vious, Richberg argued that Con- 
gress expressly refused to give that 
power to the commission because 
it would constitute an unwarranted 
invasion of the police powers of the 
states. 

The “full crews” laws, he said. 
represented the exercise of the 
state's police powers for the pur- 
pose of protecting the public. Al- 
though they were enact many 
years ago, he pointed out, both 
were upheld by the voters at a ref- 
erendum conducted in 1926. 

He said tHat the increasing

Many More Have Been 
Killed by Aldermen but 
Whittling at Restrictions 
Still Continues. 


Attention has been directed in 
the current aldermanic campaign 
to the constantly recurring efforts, 
frequently successful, to amend the 
city zoning ordinance. While 
changes occasionally are desirable 
to correct “injustices or to keep 
pace with changing conditions, the 
City Plan Commission has opposed 
many of the amendments as ob- 


jectionable. 
Many of these amendments have 


been detrimental to property sur- 
rounding that involved, and have 
been unnecessary, tending to up- 
set the whole zoning theory, oppo- 
nents of them have argued. Many 
civic organizations have been 
aroused over the subject, and sev- 
eral months ago a committee of 
the General Couhcil on Civic Needs 
made a critical report on it. 

Since the present zoning law be- 
came effective April 26, 1926, it 
has Been amended 98 times and 
13 more bills proposing changes 
are pending in the Board of Alder- 
men. Numerous bills for amend- 
ments. have been killed by alder- 
manic action in the last five years 
and a few have been vetoed by the 
Mayor, but several “were passed 
over the veto. Nearly all the 
changes have been to lower the re- 
strictions of use and only a few 
to raise them. Only two amend- 
ments to the height and area dis- 
trict map have been adopted, and 
one of thees was in connection with 
a use change. 


Five Types of Zones. 

The law provides five types of 
use districts in order—residence, 
multiple dwelling, commercial, in- 
dustrial and unrestricted—the 
names indicating the use to which 
land in each may be put. Prop- 
epty in a restricted district may 
not be used for anything classed 
in a lower type area, but, of course, 
uses of a higher type district are 
not barred. 

A great majority of the changes

The desire of property owners to) 
build on or sell their lots for pur-| 
poses prohibited under zoning con-.

In 
some cases men of political pres- | 
tige have been asked to help amend! 
the law for individuals, and have 
done s0, sometimes acting osten- 
sibly as attorneys. As a result of 
this sort of thing a scandal arose 
several years ago in the Board of 
Aldermen over zoning changes. 
Many Amendment. 


There have been numerous 
amendments affecting only single 
lots or a small group of lots within 
a city block. Repeatedly, amend- 
ments have created islands of com- 
mercial property within a residen- 
tial or multiple dwelling district. In 
several instances one corner of a 
street intersection has been changed 
but not the other three, or one side | 
of a street and not the other. In/ 
several cases tlie conversion to 
commercial use has been con- 
demned because there was a suffi- 
ciency of land zoned for stores and 
filling stations in the same neigh- 
borhood. Changes from one dis- 
trict to another and back again 
have occurred several times, with a 
tendency to make property values 
unstable. Several early amend- 
ments were held illegal because 
public hearings were omitted. 
“Amendments that are not abso- 
lutely necessary,” reported the 
General Council on Civic Needs 
Committee, “destroy the opportuni- 
ty to secure to property owners the 
protection sought for their invest- 
ments.”’ 

Prof. Langsdorf’s View. 
Prof. A. 8. Langsdorf, vice chair- 
man of the City Plan Commission, 
who has been active in upholding 
zoning, said today, when asked to 
comment on the amendments: 
“Many judicial decisions on zoning, 
in which zoning laws have been 
overturned, have been based on the 
fact that zoning was on a piecemea! 
basis instead of being comprehen- 
sive. The evils of piecemeal zon- 
ing are these: It deliberately plants

How Zones Are Changed. 


When a property owner wants 
the ordinance amended, he induces 
Or has an agent induce an Alder- 
man to introduce a bill. Detailed 
trangactions of the Board of Alder- 
men and the official notice of a 
public hearing on the change ap- 
pear only in the City Journal, 
thereby escaping general public no- 
tice. This official paper, issued 
weekly, has a circulation of some- 
what more than 500 copies, of 
which about 100 go to city offices, 
and many of the rest to contrac- 
tors watching for construction 
work. 


Zoning amendments are referred 
to the Legislation Committee, of 
which Alderman Schwartz of the 
Twentieth Ward is chairman. It 
conducts the hearings, which usual- 
ly-are routine. The General Coun- 
cil on Civic Needs report said that 
generally only proponents of a 
change appeared, leading to the er- 
roneous conclusion that no one 
objects. An ordinance is pending 
before this committee now which 
would require an applicant for «a 
change to make a sworn statement 
that all property owners within 300 
feet of the area affected had been 
notified in writing 15 days before 
the date of the hearing; in the 
event 10 per cent or more of the 
owners within 185 feet protést 
against the change, the bill pro- 
vides, the amendment would re- 


quire a three-fourths vote of the 
board to pass.

AUTO MURDER TRIAL NEAR END 


H. H. Schroeder Accused of Kill- 


ing Hitch-Hiker, Is Declared Sane. |.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 23. 


—The murder trial of Harold Her- 
bert Schroeder approached its 
close today with final arguments 
by attorneys. e State yesterday 
dealt a blow to Schroeder's techni- 


sicians appointed by the Court re- 
ported ‘the. Mobile (Ala.) garage 
man was “unquestionably of sound 
mind” and was sane at the time 
an unidentified hitch-hiker’s body 
was found burned in his automo- 
bile here last May 31. 

The prosecution contends Schroe- 
der killed or wounded the man, 
then set firt to the automobile. 
Schroeder's story is that his car 
went into a ditch in TlHnois, the 
hitch-hiker died of a broken neck, 
and that he set fire to the car con- 
taining the body for fear he would 
be accused of murder.

lies who were sent out to “elim- 
inate competition.” Capone's 
power increased until he was re- 
garded as second in command 
to Torrio, whose gahg congregat- 
ed at the notorious Four Deuces 
Club, a tough resort in the Chi- 
cago badlands. With the death 
of “Big Jim” Colosimo, who was 
shot down in his cafe, Torrio 
extended his hold upon the un- 
derworld and by 1922 he was, 
supreme. Capone, his right | 
hand man, who has since been 
labeled “Public Enemy No. 1”, 
by the Chicago Crime Commis- 
sion, had his first brush with 
the law when his automobile 
crashed into a tazicab. Capone | 
waved a pistol, threatened the 
driver and was arrested, But | 
even then he was immune to 
punishment.
